Market-by-market sweepstakes: NBC, CBS, ABC 


Stations have received their Arbitron books 
for the February sweeps, which document 
NBC’s prime time victory and CBS’s 
strong second place, the latter on the wings 
of Lonesome Dove. 

BROADCASTING'S analysis of TV house- 
holds in prime time for the 212 measured 
markets shows NBC with 101 outright wins 
and six ties for first—only slightly down 


from its November 1988 totals; CBS with 
81 wins and six ties—more than double its 
November market tally, and ABC, at whose 
expense came most of the CBS gain, with 
22 wins and four ties, less than half of its 
November total.
